sen a banquet at the Hoffman House 
Thursday noon. Over 100 farmers 
and business men attended the ban- 
quet. 


That the success and prosperity of 


the town and city is closely inter- 
woven with the sucqess of our agri- 
culture was the keynote of the ad- 
dress of Secretary Rasmussen who 
urged that the business and profes- 
sional men of Gettysburg and the 
other towns of Adams county enthu- 
siastically support those 
agencies 


which are working for the advance- 
ment of the county's agriculture, 
pointing out that a successful .agri- 
culture spells success for all other 
lines of business. 


"In the early history of this coun- 


ty." said the Secretary, •'no one 
doubted the relation of agriculture 
to business prosperity.

the prosperity of the 
agriculture 


with which it was surrounded. The 
food consumed was locally grown. 
To-day. in our large centers of popu- 
lation, food products from all Darts 
of the country and world enter into 
the daily diet. Many of the oeopie 
in our cities, not being dependent 
upon the immediately surrounding 
territory for food and trade, have 
lost sight of the fact that the pros- 
perity of the community depends 
upon agriculture.

are better situated than many sec- 
tions. You have a rich farming and 
orchard county—one of the richest 
in the 
Commonwealth, and your 


wealth is not confined to one class 
of farming, as in many sections, but 
is diversified . 


"Many people, when Adams county- 


is mentioned, think only of your or- 
chards. But a perusal of the statis- 
tics of the county for 1921 disclose 
that the county is rich in every line 
of agrarian effort. All the 
farm 


crops, fruit, butter and eggs were 
worth the amazing total of 84^592.773 
during the year just closed. We find 
that wheat, aside from the products 
of your orchards, is your principal 
cash crop and last year the 52.205 
acres you planted in wheat returned 
a crop of 845.721 bushels with a cash 
value of $871,092. Your corn crop 
was even greater, Adams county be- 
ing one of the few counties in the 
state with a corn crop worth a mil- 
lion dollars.
